The State Bead Investigation. 

The State Road investigation waxes lively, 
Tie legal proceedings instituted against the 
three highly respectable gentlemen, Messrs. 
Redwine, Rawson and Hammock, by Mr. 
Me’ alla, for certain papers in their posses- 
sion, found among the State Road documents 
and alleged to be McCalla’s private papers, 
forms a nice little episode, that may amount 
to nothing or something. Copies of the dis- 
puted papers will be found in our local 
column, in the report of the proceedings of 
the case.
